fc Aeq people in Firgina , being de»

27? milies , and Eſtates into the Province of 
SgSZz Maryland , being thereumo invited by 
Captain Williams Stone , then Gover- 
hour for Lord Baltamore, with promile of Liberty in Religion, 
and Priviledges of Engliſh SubjzAts. 

An Oath to the Lord Baltamore was urged upon this peo» 
ple ſoon after their _— up, which it they did not take , they 
mult have no Land. nor abiding in the Provirce. This Oath was 
very ſcrupulciifly looked upon 2 firſt , In regard it bindes to ac- 
knowledge and be ſubjeR to a Royzl Juriſdition and abſalute 

ominion of the Lord Ba/tamere, and to defend it and him a- 

8 in[t al! power whatſoever. This was thought far too high for 
im , beinga SubjeRt, ro exzaRupon ſuch terms as it was ex» 
ated, and too much unſucable co the preſeot liberty which God 
had given the Engliſh Subjefs , trom Arbitrary ard Popiſh 
Government ; as the Lord Balrawore's Government doch plainly

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appear to be. Secondly, It was 2 nals (crupled on another 
account , viz, That they mult (wear to uphold chat Govern= 
ment and thele Officers who are ſworn to countenance and up- 
hold Antichriſt, in plain words cxpreftin the Officers Oath, the 
Roman Catholick Religion. And for theſe people to own luch 
by an Oath, whom in their hearts they could by no means cloſe 
with ; what could it be accounted, but Celln/ion ? 

Yet nevertheleſs the people that were thea come up to Provi- 
dence, conſidering Lord Baltawore to be Lord of the (oil, and 
willing to acknowledge him , and pay hin his due Reats and 
Services ; upon that account took an Oath which was much 
qualified and moderated from irs former rigour t bur this, 
though it was accepted by Captain Stone the Lord Baltawore's 
Lieucenanc, yer utterly rejeRed by his Lordſhip , who gave or- 
der , That the Oath abſolutely ſhould be urged ; and gave ſpe- 
cial iaftruRtions and charge to his Leiutenant to proclaim, 
That all that would mot take the Oath within three Months 
after publication, and pay Rents, and ſue ont Patents, ſhould 
beexpulſed the Province, and the Land ſeized to his Lordſhips 
uſe ; who requiged his Officers to ſee the contents of the Pro» 
clamation —_ 

Now the peop'c having been formerly ſenfible of ſuch yokes, 
impoſed contrary to what was promiſed them before they came 
iato the Provicce, complained by their Agent in England, 

Fift,to the Lord Baltamore , firing his Lordſhip » That 
ſuch burthens as the Oath and other great inconveniences men» 
tioned in our inſtruftions, might be removed, Bur the Lord 
Baltamore rejeRted the motion. Our Agent preſented a Pet:- 
tion to the then Councel of State, where ic hath been depending 
geer four yeers , without any hearing » Anſwer or Relief ; 
which hath brought unſpeakable troubles upon this P:ovince, & 
now at laſt occafioned the ſhedding of much Engliſh blood , 

ea, of the Saints in Aſarylaxd, God grant that Right and 

Juſtice may have a more open courſe co flaw into all the Domi- 
n192s of England, without abſtrutionsz and , that innoceat 
blood be not ſhed any more for want thereof, 

In the yeer 1652, Richard Benxer Eq; Colonel Williane 
Cl1yborne, and Capiain Edmnnd Curt, Commilſioacts _ 

the 
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the Supream Auchoricy of the Commonweaich of Exgland,” 
arrived in Maryland, in the Gwing Fiiggot. to reduce thar 

Province inco the obedience of the Commonwealth of Exgland, 

according to their Commitſhcn z which was effeed by them, 

firlt, in cheir taking away the Cemmiſhors and Powers of the 

Lord Baltawore, in the hands of Captain Wilian Srone bis 

Governour, and Thaw as Hatton his Secretary, and the reft of 
the Lord Ba/tawores Councel;as they had very gocd cauie foro 

do z for none of the Engliſh Dominions had more need of being 

reduced g and cauſed them to take the Engagement to the Come 

monwealth of Exgland, as it was then,without King or Houſe of 
Lords» And fo they might have continued in their places fill, 

onely to the Commonwealth of Exgland ; but they would nor 

yield to iſſue our Writs in any other name, then Lord Balta- 

wore's, becauſe of their Oath to him. 

In the yeer 1654. upon ſome Inſtructions and Relations 
from the Lord Baltemore out of England, Captain Willians 
Stone, and Mr. Thomas Hatton, and the Popiſh Councellors, 
role up againſt the Reducement , diſplacing thoſe whom the 
States Commiſſioners had placed , and introducing the old Po- 
piſh Councel ; calling that which was done by commifſion from 
the Councel of- State in Emgland , Rebellion againſt the Lord 
Baltamere ; and thoſe that were ARtors in it, Factious and See 
diticus Perſons x which was done by a Proclamation full of 
railing terms , publiſhed at Previdence in the Church-meet» 
ng. 

"The C ommſſioners for the Commonwealth of England, 
hearing that new Orders and Inſtruttious were come ts 
Maryland from Lord Biltmore, and that one Scarborough 
a miſchievom inſtrument of the Lord Baitamore was gone wp 
Maryland , reſolved to come and ſee in what condition their 
affairs ſtoed, And finding a direct contradiction co and re» 
ceding trom thar obedience tothe Commonwealth of England, 
which was promulcd, but not-performed,by the Lord Paltamor e's 
Ofticcrs,applied themlelves in a peaceable and loving way to per- 
{wade them into their due and promiſed obedience, yer bec.uc 
the faid Commiſſtoncrs were given to underftand , That there 
was a milchieyous defiga by Lord Baltamore 's Officers a0 
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their Complices, to apprehend their perſons, and to raiſe Forces 
= the lawful Power of the Commonwealth of Exg- 
land ; 
The faid Commifſhoners defired ſome to come down from 
Providence, and ſome from Patuxent to guard their Perions, 
and defend themſelyes & people trom that power of m& in Arms, 
which by this time Captain Stone had prefled in Lord Balta- 
wore's name, upon pain of death co affiſt him agaialt the ſaid 
Commitſoners, and gathered together ia a formidable manner. 
But the ſaid iſſ1oners being greatly defirous of peace, and 
willing to avoid the ſhedding of blood , applyed themſelves co 
the {aid Captain Stone .to bring him to a parley and conference . 
where, after ſome arguing , the ſaid Captain Stone reſigned up 
the Government which he took up iathe Lord Baltamore *s 
name , into the hand of the Commilſioners of Exgland ; pro- 
mifing to be obedient to that Government , which by their Au- 
thority ſhould be ſct over them, under his Highneſs the Lord 
ProceRor. 

The ordering and governing the affairs of Afaryland , was 
then committed to Captain #0, Faler, Mr. Rich. Prefton, Mr. 
Richard Durand, Mr. Edward Lloyd, &c. others mentioned in 
the Ccmmiſſioa , who were required to attend the Engagement 
of the Commonwealth of Englaud, to keep Courts, cc. and 
to ſurnmon an Aſſembly in Ofober following. Ac this Aſe 
ſembly there was a full and lawful Repreſentative of the whole 
Province , where the ARt of Reducement of this Province by 
Commiſſion from the Councel of State in England to Richard 
Bennet Eiq; Colonel William Cleybornas, Emmnd Curtis, was 
freely and fully acknowledged by the whole Aſſembly ; the 
Bu:geſſe of every reſpgeRive Councy and Limic confirming che 
lame, and ſubmitting thereunto, And did pals, and record an 
AR, That whoſoever did publiſh any Writ or Summons , De- 
clarat ion or Proclamation , either inthe Lord Balcamore 's 
or any ether name, then the Government ſo ſetled as afore- 
ſaid had and received , ſhould br accounted a Delinquent a- 
ga'nſt the Commonwealth of England, and dealt with accor- 
d1n ty. 

Tte ſame Afſembly did make Proteltation againſt a Decla- 

ration 
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ration ſent over by his Lordſhip, and recorded by his Secretary; 
wherein the faid Lord did declare the people at Providence, 
by him called Annardundel, to be Rebels yg and firialy charged 
his Officers efficaciouſly to deal with them accordingly 2 bur no 
ground or reaſon thereof could be fonnd , Bur their got come» 
pliance with his Arbicrary and Popiſh Government , and the 
adhering to the Engagement and the Reducement aforeſaid, and 
Government ſetled by the aforeſaid Commillioners. | 

After this Aﬀembly, the Province was quier, and ſo continued 
until the later end of Fawwary ; about which time, the Ship 
Golden Fortune , whereof Captain Tilman was Commander, 
arrived in Afaryland. 

Then the Lord Ba/t awore's Officers , nnd the Popiſh party 
began to divulge abroad , and boaft much of power which 
came in that Ship from his Highneſs the Lord ProteRtor, to con- 
firm the Lord Baltawore*s Patent ro bim, and to re-eſtabliſh 
his Officers in their former places under him : which pretended 
power they aſſumed to themſelyes ; Captain Srowe and the reſt 
giving out threatning ſpeeches, That now the Rebels at Pw- 
inxent and Sewerne , ſhould know that he was Governour a- 
gaing giving Order , That neither AR of the ſaid Afembly 
ſhould be oblerved, nor Writ from the power eſtabliſhed by the 
Commiſſioners aforeſaid obeyed , but what ſhould iſſue forth 
in the name of the Lord Proprietory , viz. Lord Baltawore. 
And further , the ſaid Caprain Srowe gave ſeyeral Commiſhons 
to the Papiſts and other deſperate and bloody fellows, to muſter 
and raiſe men in arms tobe ready upon all occaſions , giv 
out that he would go to Pataxent, and ſeize the Records of the 
Province at the place where they were appointed to be kept by 
an At of the Aſſembly, and to apprehend Mr. Richard 
Preſton allo, at whole houſe they were ; which ſhortly after was 
eftefted by Vertue of a Warrant in Captain Stone 's nawe, 
withont Proclaiming , or ſhewing any power by which he aRed 
ſuch high Robberies. But in threatning ſpeeches declared, That 
they would haye the Government ; and for the terror of others, 
would hang ſome of the Commiſſioners z which were entruſted 
with the Government by the Commiſſioners of the Common- 
wealch of Exgland , under bis Highneſs the Lord ProceRor,

Stone lent up to - Patuxent one Williams Eltonbead 2nd Fofi- 
41 Fendal, £nd with them tyeary men in Arms g who did beſer 
andentred the houſe of Mr. Richard Prefflew , with inttnc to 
ſurpriſe him q but not finding him ac home, rock away in Guns, 
Swords and Ammunition to the value of 30 1. ferling ;, rate 
{-cked every place in and about 'the houſe, to ſeek for the ſaid 
Richard Preſten ;, and as forne of the Company then faid, 
with purpoſe to tang him for his rebellion againlt the Lord Fal- 
tamore. At the ſame tirne they ſurpriſed Fobw Swrrow, who 
was appointed by the Afﬀembly and Secretary to atrend the 
Recoras, for any that ſhould have occafion rouſe them , either 
tor ſearch or Copy z and carried him away Priſoner cy 
uusy 


of the aforeſaid Eltonbead, which Eltonbrad nnd Fondal (em 
up by night ſeveral Boars with armed men , and force many of 
Putxaxen whether they would or not to go with them upon the! 

warkke Expedition to Providenes ; taking all the Guns, Pow- 
ders Shot. and Prowifioa, they could anywhere finde. And when 
they had doae what they pleaſed at Pmenwxene , they bent all 
their Forces towards Previdenee, the chief place of the reſidence 


Now again the Commifficgers at Providence ſer othe: 
Me wich a Letter ro Capraine Srome, fill complaining his 
pr ings, and ſeeking CY and that 

me better accommodation might ed ro prevent the 
rvine and deſolation of the whole Proviace , which this courſe 
was very likely to bring to paſs, If he were retolved to come to 
no Parley or Treaty, they procefted in the faid writing , that by 
the help of God , they were reſolved tocommir rhemlelves inro 
the hand of God , and rather die like men;then live like (1:yes, 
This was allo rez:Qed by the aid Caprain Sroxe and his Comme 
plices, the Meſſengers zpprehended, theig Boar (cized, and onely 
three of (1x eſcaped to bring the report of their detperate and 
bloody deſign , and that they were upon their march in a hoſtile 
way. 

Capt.Stone and his Company fill drew neerer to Providence, 
unto a place called Herring-Creek , where they apprehended 
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one of the Commiſſoners, add ahother mat of quality ts 
flie for his life, having threatned to hang him up at-bis own door; 
and not finding the man , affrighted-his wife , and plundered 
the houſe of Ammunition and Proviſion , threatniog fill whar 
they would do tothe people at Providenee,and that they would 
force the rebellious faRtious Roundheads roſubmic z and then 
they would ſhew their power, 

—_— now left the Country behinde them bare of men, fave 
onely ſuch as fled into the Woods from their cruelty and rapine, 
as alſo of Arms and Ammunition z the poor women urging this 
to them, What ſhould they do if the Indians ſhould come 
upon them, being thus ſtrip'd of men and-Arms to defend them ; 
and in what a [ad and forrowful condition they were left : Theſe 
mercileſs men anſwered (ofhngly, It matcers nor, your ſorrow is 
our JOYs l 

Ang indeed, it is too @pparent, that the Iadians waited upon 
their motions, and by examinatzon it was found at Providence, 
that the Indians were reſolyed in themſelyes , or ſer on by the 
Popiſh faQtion, or rather borh together to fall upon us : as in- 
deed after the fight they did, beſerting houſes , Killing one man, 
and taking anocher priſcner. 

Now the people at Providence perceiving ſuch a tempeſt 
ready to fall upon them, and all meſſages rejected, prepared for 
their coming , looking up, and crying tothe Lord of Hoſts and 
King of S10w, for counſel, ſtrength and courage , bring refolyed 
in the (trengrth of God to ſtand on their Guard , and demand an 
account of theſe proceedings, (ceing no other remedy, for (o grea: 
a miſchief, could be found. 

About this time Captain Stowe ſent two men to publiſh a 
Proclamation quite agaialt the Law eftabliſhed by the Comm(- 
Goners of the Commonwealth of England, 2nd againlt an Att 
of a lawful Aſſembly z which being read, aad having no other 
Treaty to offer , they were quietly diſmiſſed to their o;vn Cumn- 
pany, to whorm they might have gore if they would. 

That night Captain Stowe and his Army appeared in the R:'- 


yer of Severne at Providence , with eleven or twely? Veſlels 
greater and lefſer , ſome of which had plundred by the way, ia 
which their whole Army were wafted. 


Cap- 
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Capt. Fafer & the Councel of Nt appointed at Providence 
Mr.4. Der and,S:crerary,to go aboard the Go/denLiow which 
ther. lay at Anchor in the River, and to fix a Proclamation in 
the main malt, direted to Captain Heawens , Commander of 
the ſaid Ship, wherein he was required in the name of the Lord 
ProteRtor, and Commonwealkh of England, and for the maige 
renance of the juſt Libertyes, Lives, and Eſtates of the free 
SubjeAs thereof, againſt an unjuſt power , to be aiding and af- 
liftiog io this ſervice. 

The faid Captain Heawans at firſt was unwilling ; bur af- 
terwards ſeeing the equity of the Cauſe , and the groundleſs 
preceedings of the » he offered himſelf, Ship, aad 
Men for that ſervice » to be directed by the ſaid #:Uiame Du- 
rand. 


The Enemy was come within the command of the Ship at 
the ſhutting in of the evening * the Caprain of the Ship was 
required to command them aboard by a piece of Ordnance. 
The Enemy with 8 great noiſe rejefted the warnings Then ano- 
ther Piece was where they heard the Boats rowing ; the 
ſhot whereof lighting ſomething neer , but doings no hurt ; 
A Meſſenger care aboard ; but had nothing of any meſlage 
to deliver , faye onely, that Caprain Stowe be the Cap- 
tain of the Ship had been fatis To which the Captain 
anſwered , Satisfied ,- with whac ? I never ſaw any power 
Captain Stone had, to do as he hath done ; bur the fu» 
pericription of a Letter. J nauft, and will, appeag for theſe in 
a good Cauſe. 


That night che Enemy run into the Creck, where rhey landed 
out of the reach of che Ship. 

But in the morning, all their Veſſels were block'd up by #- 
ſmall Barque with two pieces of Ordinance , which was com- 


manded to lie in the mouth of the Creek , and fo kept from

of March, the Enemy appeared in a body upon a narrow neck 
of e}c Lanil, ner their V.ſſzis , and with Drums and ſhoutings 
iaid, Core ye Rogmer, come ye Rogues, Reonndbeaded Dogs ; 
which c2uted the Caprain of the Stup to give fire at them , and 
torced them to march further off, into the neck of Land. + 
In the mean timeCapt. ill. Fuller wich his Company came up 
the River with ſhoutings and couragiovs rejoycings, and landed 
with a hurdred and twenty mea , (1% mile diftant from the Ene- 
my *: and ummediately ſent away all their Sioaps and Boats, 
committing themſelves inco che hand of God : he marched di- 
rectly where che Ecemy lay waiting for him. The Enemies 
Sentry ſhoe , immediately they appeared in order. Captain 
F#ler (till expefting, that then at lalt , poſkbly they mighc give 
a reaſon of their coming , commanded his men upon pain 
deach not to ſhoot a Gun, or give the frft onſer ; ſerring up the 
Standard of che Ounlmaach of England : againlt which, 
the Enemy ſhot five or fix Guns, and killed one man in the front 
before a ſhot was _ the other, Then the word was 
given, [nthe Name of God fall on , God is owr Strength, chat 
was the Word for Providence : the Aarylanders Word was 
Hey for Saime Maries, The Charge was fierce and ſharp for 
the tirve z but through the glorious preſence of the Lord of Hoſts 
oanifeſted in and towards his poor opprefled people, rhe Eaemy 
could no: endure , but gave back , and were lo effeQually 
charged home, that they were all routed , turned cheix backs, 
threw down their Arms, and begged mercy. After the firſt 
Volley of ſhot, a {mall Company of the Enemy, from behigde a 
oreat tree fallen; galled us, and wounded divers of our men, bur 
wee ſoon beaten <f.Of the whole company ot the Marylanders 
there eſcaped onel- four or five, who run away our of the Army 
to catry News to their Confederates, Captain Srone , Culonel 
Price , Captain Gerrard. Captain Lewis, Captain Hendall, 
Caprain Gunther, Major Chandler ,and ail the reſt If che Cour 
cellors Officers aad Souldiers ot the Lord Baltamere among 
whem, both Commanders and Souldiers, a g'cat uumber _ 
go 
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Papiſts, were raken, 20d ſo were all their Veſſels, Arms, Am- 
munitioa, proviſion z about fiſty men (laio and wounded, We 
loft onely two in the field ; but two died (ince of their wounds.
